~ Onthe Mount Moriah question 


With a mere two weeks remaiging before 
the meeting between the citizens of North . 
Hastings and the Federal re resentatives 
for Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd., it is 
worthwhile to examine where some of the 
elected representatives of the people stand 
on the question of the nuclear waste 
disposal site slated for the Mt. Moriah area 
near Cooper. 

Where, for example, does the Honorable 
Jack Ellis, Conservative Member of 
Parliament for the federal ridings of 
Hastings, stand on the issue? 

Two weeks ago Mr. Ellis commented 

“tH during a debate on nuclear energy 
in the House of Commons. The following is 
what he had to say at the time: 

“The honorable member for Davenport 
mentioned the problems associated with \ 
nuclear energy. 1 am certainly deeply 
involved in that subject at the present 
moment. ‘Nuclear energy has been 
accepted as an alternative to fossil fuel and 
hydro energy, but the waste disposal: 
problems arising from its use are, of 
course, tremendous. : 

In recent weeks there has been a furore 
in the central part of my riding because 
Atomic Energy of Canada said they wanted 
to dispose of, or store, depending on which 
term is used, the waste from the nuclear 
energy generating plant in Ontario at the 
point near Mount oriah in the central 
part of my constituency. The disturbance 
caused among the peo le who live in that 
area was profound. The scientists who 
advised such a move say they cannot 
understand why anyone would be so 
disturbed. Sitting classicly in their 
laboratories they do not appreciate the 
‘concern, the understandable concern, felt 
by these people - they fear of what nuclear 
energy can do. 

The fact is that this waste has to be 
stored for between 100,000 and 200,000 
years. This is no insigniffcant period when 
one reflects that civilization today is in the 

. year 1977 of our Lord and that we can only 
jook back some 3,000 or 4,000 before that. 

When we are talking about 100,000 or 

150,000 years, we are dealing with a time 

span far beyond the conception of the 

average individual. 


It is time we began to look into 
. alternative forms of energy. Had we not 
- started in the nuclear energy field we 
would not be facing these problems today. 
We would not have built on the waterfront 
of Lake Ontario a generating plant 50 miles 
from Toronto, which, if anything has 
damaged, could destroy a big chunk of our 
civilization. 


Where do you stand on the 
nuclear dump site issue?

These are the fears our people have, and 
I share those fears. I am hoping to pursue 
this subject in a great deal more depth 
before I agree, if indeed I have an 
opportunity to agree of disagree, to. the 
disposal of nuclear waste in Hastings 
County. I intend to take a good long look at 
this before I go much further.” 

In an open letter to his constituents 
which we received on February 22, Mr. 
Ellis again spoke of the nuclear waste 
disposal site problem. In trying to put the 
matter in perspective, he said: ‘‘I’m not 
about to pre-judge the matter, but I think a 
few comments for clarification might be 
useful. Many statements have been made 
which bear no relation to fact and tend to 
cloud the issue even more. 

Firstly, the type of waste fuel being 
discussed is different from the material 
which caused the problems at Port Hope, 
Deloro or Elliott Lake. In those instances it 
was a case of residue in the raw material 
not being properly treated before being 
disposed of and then it being dumped 
indiscriminately. The material in question 
is highly refined and encased in zerconium 
metal tubes. Even when spent, from the 
point of view of the reactor, it is extremely 
dangerous. Atomic Energy officials feel it 
can be properly and safely stored’. 

Mr. Ellis then goes on to discuss the 
meeting slated for the Centre Hastings 
Secondary School, Madoc, on Wednesday, 
March 16, at 7:30 in the evening. ‘‘In 
attendance will be scientists and engin- 
eers,’”’ he said, ‘‘and special invitations 
will be sent to County Council, etc. Anyone 
who has any interest in this subject should 
plan to attend.” 

In speaking of the benefits which he sees 
possibly accruing to the community in the 
event that the site is located at Mt. Moriah, 
Mr. Ellis said in his letter to his 
constituents, ‘‘An interesting sidelight is 
that when the decision is made, there will 
be a long term benefit to the community in 


which the waste disposal site is situated. + 


Not only will the research and development 
of the site involve approximately $50 
million dollars annualiy, but the installa- 
tion will include probably a research lab 
and the necessary technical staff which in 
itself, will generate many millions of 
dollars annually.”’ 

In summing up with his position on the 
matter, Mr. Ellis states, ‘‘It is for this 
reason that I have not, as others have, 
opposed this matter out of hand. I feel it 
my duty as your representative to study the 
matter fully before I take any action. When 
the time comes I will be fully prepared to 
take appropriate steps.”’

27 YEARS AGO - 1950 

The gale - like winds which swept over 
the province over the weekend caused 
considerable damage locally, but not as 
much as rted in some sections. Lloyd 
Blue was the greatest sufferer, when his 
cottage, at Moira Lake, was completely 
destroyed by the storm which had the full 
sweep of the upper lake. The newly erected 
television aerial on top of the hotel was also 
blown down. Several farmers in the district 
report damaged buildings and many trees 
and branches were blown down. On 
Saturday afternoon hydro services were cut 
off and the village was in darkness until 
shortly after 7 p.m.

He later 
become clerk of the county, a position he 
held until he passed away. One of the 
youngest wardens to hold office, Warden 
Rollins is starting his fourth year as a 
member of County Council. He entered the 
municipal government field in his township 
of Wollaston in 1947 and was elected reeve 
in his first effort to become a member of 
the council. 


Reeve Jack Kincaid was again elected 
chairman of the iy Committee for 
Hastings County at the January Session.

Canadian Comment 


BY PETER WARD : 


OTTAWA — (SF) — Within the next few weeks we will 
likely be seeing the first experimental broadcasts of the 
House of Commons proceédings on television. Parliament 
passed the bill to allow television and radio coverage of its 


House is discussing just how broadcasting will be done. 

It's expected that this year’s budget presentation will 
be offered to the public via the tube so that both Cana- 
dians and budding Parliamentary technicians will get 
some experience. It’s also possible that the proceedings of 
some Parliamentary committees will be shown 
‘sporadically between now and the time when Parliamen- 
tary television becomes a regular thing. 

Moving Parliament into the 20th century for com- 
munications will certainly be a good thing in the long run, 
but until Canadians get used to seeing their federal 

_representatives doing their thing on the box. it will be 
dangerous. 

Preliminary plans call for television cameras to be con- 
cealed in the woodwork of the House of Commons and 

‘ operated by remote control. much the same as the pre- 
sent microphones are switched to cover the member who 
happens to be speaking. 

Last fall the CBC made an application to the: Canadian 
Radio and Television Commission for the use of one cable 
TV channel coast to coast. and promised that if the ap- 
plication was granted. six hours daily of Parliamentary 
proceedings would be carried while the Commons was sit- 


ting. That is enough to cover all sittings of the House — - 


and incidentally to provide the CBC with some great 
prime time television facilities when Parliament isnt sit- 
ting. particularly on weekends. 

But few Canadians are going to sit down and watch'the 
entire proceedings of the House of Commons. Some chan- 
nel-hoppers will watch sporadically. but the main effect 
of television in the House of Commons will come from the 
big networks. : 

Parliament's visual and audio records will be made 
available to the networks for them to edit and present as 
they see fit. and it is here that the dangers present 
themselyes. Next week we ll continue exploring the issue 
of television in the House of Commons.

This corner has been harping on the same questions for 
years. I believe farmers and farm organizations should be 
open and above board in everything they do. Consumers have 
a perfect right to know why these decisions are made and 
what prompted them. 

In the past, farm organizations have come off looking 
pretty damned good when investigations into their opera- 


tions have been carried out. Farmers have nothing to fear- 


afid neither should the Ontario board. 

The analysis in the Globe got some response, too. Ontario's 
Minister of Agriculture and Food William Newman promis- 
ed that the actions of the board will be open to wider — but 
not complete — public scrutiny. Mr. Newman told the Globe 
in a subsequent article that he had not realized the implica- 
tions of the secrecy practiced by the board. 

From now on, Mr. Newman said, the board will be told to 
post notices of appeals it will har and to publish orders it

Again, farm organizations have come off looking pretty 
lily-white when their motives and their decisions have been 
questioned. Certainly. the consumers association has had to 
retire to lick its wounds on a couple of occasions when mar- 
keting boards and quota systems have been questioned. 


Marketing boards have not won every round against the 


consumers association and that’s the way it should be. 


I'm a little perturbed. though, that Mr. Newman rejected 
the idea of requiring the board to open its regular business 
meetings to the public or the press. He maintains the board 
often has access to intimate financial affairs of farmers. 
processors and dealers which are simply not for the general 
public to peruse. If some of these intimate details were re- 
vealed, they could cause hardship to individuals and/or 
companies. 


The idea of asking the board to give advance notice of all 
meetings was also rejected and I can readily see Mr. New- 
man’s point: Sometimes board meetings are called on short 
notice to deal with urgent problems. such as the marketing 
of Niagara fruit which might spoil if quick action is not 
taken. 


An appointed board in the field of agriculture which is 
called on to make decisions in a hurry should not be stymied 
by protocol and red tape. But I suggest that such cases hap- 
pen so rarely that any board would be excused when quick 
rulings are needed if that board was unable to inform every 
one through the proper channels. 

I have a solution to the problem, though, and I can give it 
without charge.

The Otonabee Region Conservation 
Authority has ‘since established a stock of 
several thousand sandbags for immediate 
use on request.

Retiring chairman said 1976 busy year 


' Retiring Otonabee Region Conservation 
Authority chairman Fred Ash, in his final 
address to the aie ee told last week’s 
annual meeting that 1976 has been one of 
the busiest years in the history of the 
organization - both in the field and in the 
office. 


The year, he said, saw the initiation of 
detailed, management planning for all of 
the wildlife areas, with priority empaans 
on the Cavan’ Swamp, Buckhorn Wilder- 
‘ness Centre and the Birdsall Wildlife 
Sanctuary. Also during 1976 was the 
signing of the new agreement with the 

inistry of Natural Resources for 
management of the authority’s 3,000-acre 
forest. Thirty miles of snowmobile trails 
were completed throughout the forest and 
have received heavy use. 


In the conservation areas, major 
improvements were completed at the 
Warsaw Caves, Hope Mill and Squirrel 
Creek sites. 

‘“‘Use, and we hope, enjoyment, of these 
facilities by campers, hikers, skiers and 
picknickers reached an all-time high,’’ said 
Ash. ‘‘And with this came the attendant 
headaches; keeping our staff busy often on 
a 24-hour basis. Area use regulations were 


drafted and approved.”’ 

The master development plan for the 
Selwyn Conservation Area was finalized 
and adopted by the authority. By year’s 
end, the first phase of development had 
been completed. 

Floodline mapping for the city of 
Peterborough and the village of Norwood 
was completed. The mapping and 
follow-up engineering report with re- 
commendations have been submitted to 
the city for their review and consideration. 
Norwood is still waiting for their final

Flood plain mapping 
is top responsibility | 


New and incoming members of the 
Otonabee Region Conservation Authority 
were told last week that flood ‘plain 
management is ‘‘clearly the top priority 
responsibility of the authority.”’ 

ater control advisory board chairman 
Mr. G.A. Fallis, in his year-end report to 
the authority’s annual meeting, stated the 
objective of the mapping is ae peste 
of life and property from fl damage 
through the control of land use in 
flood-plans and upstream water storage 
‘areas. 

“The pi Sere is one of preventive 
medicine,”’. Fallis said in his report. ‘“This 
planning approach is a far less costly and 


dangerous technique than having to 


commit large sums of Visio funds for 
protective works after the natural flood 
zones have been infilled and occupied by 
various damage-prone enterprises such as 
commercial and residential development.”’ 

He said uncaring attitudes toward 
flood-plains constitute ‘‘a totally unnecess- 
ary and irresponsible threat to lives and 
property, the community as a whole and 
certainly the public purse in the event of a 
flood.”’ 


The flood-plain management program 
has two main parts: identification and 
control. 

Under the identification phase is 
included the actual flood-plain mapping of 
the natural or existing overflow channels 
and the upstream storage or source areas. 
The danger zones are plotted through 
photo-interpretation and hydrologic calcul- 
ations. 


Seedlings 
planted 


Over 25,000 seedlings and 507 larger 
landscape trees and shrubs were planted 
last year on lands owned by the Otonabee 
Region Conservation Authority. A large 
number of these were planted by the area's 
cubs and scouts under their Trees for 
Canada program. , 

Authority staff also planted 18,175 
seedlings on private lands in the region at 
the request of the landowners. 

Last year also saw revisions to the 
authority's tree planting assistance pro- 
gram. The changes will allow the program 
to better reflect resource management 
aims such as the protection of prime 


agricultural land and will enable the 


authority to ensure better planning and 
stream-line accounting procedures. The 
objective of the program is better overal 
service to the participating landowners. 


The second phase is the control of 
indiscriminate filling and construction in 
and adjacent to the flood-prone area 
through the authority’s fill and construc- 
tion regulation. Under this ruling, every 
person wishing to place fill on a structure 
within the areas designated by the 
authority as flood-prone must first obtain a 
permit to: proceed. 

Fallis stated the policy ‘is not one 
anti-development but rather one of 
pled development -,to the long-term 

enefit of everyone concerned.’’ 

To acquaint the member municipalities 
on the intent and procedures involved in 
the flood-plain management program, the 
authority hosted a number of seminars last 
year in its office. 


Flood-plain mapping has been complet- | 


ed to date in the city of Peterborough and 
the village of Norwood, at the municipali- 
ties’ request. The authority hopes to 
continue the program until all of the 
flood-plains can be identified for munici- 
pal, authority and private use.

' get price increase 


TORONTO - Ontario dairy farmers are to 
receive a price increase of five per cent for 
the milk they produce for table use, 
effective Aprill. —_. 

In announcing the increase, the 
Chairman of the Ontario Milk Marketing 
Board, Kenneth G. McKinnon, stated that 
for several years the Board has determined 
the price to its producers by using an 
economic formula as a quer: ‘The 
formula,’’ he said, ‘‘more than justifies 
this five per cent increase. — 

“The last increase in producer returns 
for fluid milk,’’ Mr. McKinnon said, ‘‘was 
on April 1; 1975, and in the two-year span 
the cost of producing milk, as with other

Hardest winter 
in years 
for deer herds | 


Whitetail deer herds in Parry Sound and 
North Bay Districts are facing their hardest 
winter in five years, Natural Resources 
Minister Frank S. Miller said today. 


“Other areas of the province within the ~ 


* deer range are seriously affected but not as 
critically,’’ Mr. Miller added. 

In the Parry Sound and North Bay areas, 
extreme snow depths, prolonged sub-zero 
temperatures, and an extra long winter 
have all combined to severely test the 
hardiness of existing deer herds. 

Over much of the southern deer range, 
the Ministry of Natural Resources is 
engaged in cutting browse and trail 
i to make food more accessible to 
the deer. . 

In Parry Sound District, wildlife 
manager John Macfie employs 15 wood 
workers in a series of small loggin 
operations to increase the food supply an 

to provide the deer with an intricate 
network of foraging trails. 

According to Mr. Macfie, the deer 
become so accustomed to men and 
machines they often rush to upon the 
: : * trees moments after they have been 
elled. : | 


Thésincrease in the producer price is in 
compliance with the Anti-Inflation Board 
guidelines. Mr. McKinnon pointed out that 
the low level of increase was only possible 
because of the good job that producers 
were doing in managing their farms. The 
members of the Ontario Milk Marketing 
Board felt that this modest, increase is 
badly needed by the dairy producers in the 
Province. 

As there is no government re ulation in 
Ontario controlling the level of the 
consumer price for milk, the total amount 
of the increase, in addition to the producer 
position, is dependent on the forces of 
competition. : 

“For this reason,’’ Mr. McKinnon 
concluded, ‘‘we do not know what the final 
éonsumer price increase will be.”’ 

The five per cent increase, in producer 
terms, amounts to 60 cents per 
hundredweight, therefore the farm price 
for farm milk in Southern Ontario will be 
raised from $12.01 per hundredweight to 
$12.61 per hundredweignt in Northern 
Ontario Poin $12.58 per hundredweight to 
$13.18 per hundredweight.

said today. | 

Already more than 60 wifter forest fires 
have been reported, 25 of which are 
smoldering as deep as 10 feet into the 


round, mainly\in the areas just west of | 


under Bay and east of the Manitoba 
border. . Additional fires were being 
reported each week. 


Mr. Miller asked residents in the 
northwest to take cottage trash to the dump 
and to consider using gas or propane 
stoves or pack a thermos and sandwiches 
for outings. 

“If you must have an open fire, make 
sure it is dead out before you ledve,’’ he 


' advised winter recreationists. 


He also urged northerners to immediate- 
ly report to the nearest Ministry of Natural 
Resources office all fires they come acrass 
while travelling in the bush and to warn 
visitors about the hazardous conditions. 

After three consecutive seasons of bad 
forest fires, Northwestern Ontario was 
facing its fourth which, might be the 
earliest - possibly the worst - in provincial 
history, said Mr. Miller. 


Last year - the worst fire season in 25 
years - a record ot 3,983 fires, half of them 
in the northwest, burned over more than 
1,290,500 acres and cost the province more 
than $35 million, not including $1.5 million 
in private property damage and substantial 
timber losses.

A 20-month-long drought which has 
spread;.east from Manitoba drying up 
beaver ponds, streams and rural wells, has 
created two new problems for the 
fire-prone area. 

Firstly, small trash fires, lunch and 
warm-up fires which outdoor recreation- 
ists, cottagers and bushworkers fail to 
extinguish, were burning deep into the 
abnormally dry forest floor. 

Those underground fires which some- 
times only send up a cigarette-size wisp of 
smoke to the surface, if left undetected and 
unchecked, could ‘‘explode’’ into major 
outbreaks once the normal strong, warm 
spring winds come and the snow goes. 

Secondly, drought condtions .can cause 
all spring fires to burn deeper than ever 
before. New outbreaks that would normally 
be knocked out by a five-man crew in two 
or three hours may take a whole day or 
more to extinguish this coming spring. 

This could result in delays in attacking 
new fires which greatly decreases the 
ae of controlling them, fire officials 
said. 

Ministry fire staff across the province, 
acting on a special program develo ed 
several months ago to meet this situation, 
were beginning a substantially increased 
fire prevention campaign and arranging 
the temporary mass transfer of aircraft, 
equipment and more than 100 professional 
‘ministry fire staff into the northwest, Mr. 
Miller said. 

That force will be in place, and read, 
throughout the‘nortwest by April 1, the 
minister added.

when a really bad storm comes along. In 
the recent blizzards this was more easily 
said then done and even with the best will 
in the world, if you were not in a shelter 
position, it was virtually impossible to keep 
them free of snow. However, there were 
probably spots where the wind kept “| 

be 


clear of snow and on these seeds coul 


scattered. It was hard.for the birds to keep 
their footing in the teeth of the wind but at 
least they were able to get enough food to 
carry them through the night. 

People sometimes find the odd dead bird 
at or near a feeder. Because of the easy 
food suply, a sick or old bird may have 
been kept alive a little longer than it would 
have been in the wind and so it lived out its 
last hours at your feeder. There is, 
therefore, no need to worry about the 
possibility of poisoned grain, as some 
people occasionally seem to do. 

e use of metal or wire containers to 
hold suet and seeds has sometimes been 
deplored. There has been a fear that birds’ 
feet will freeze to metal or that their eyes 
will touch and be frozen. For a bird’s feet 
to freeze to metal they must be wet and this 
is not the natural conditon of its feet. Also 
they would not press an eye against an 
object any more than we would. This myth 
of the dangers of metal has gone on for 
years. : 

You may also hear that birds may choke 
to death on peanut butter. This has never 
been, substantiated and peanut butter has 
been used regularly at well monitored 
large feeding stations. It has been used 
often in suet cakes along with dog food. 
‘Both these ingredients are far better 
materials to use in melted fat than sees, for 
they are both high protein sources of food 
and for non-seed eating birds, therefore, 
more appropriate. 

If you are among those who have kept 
your feeder well stocked through thick and 
thin, you may now be rewarded with some 
of our more interesting winter visitors. It 
has not been a really good Evening 
Grosbeak winter, but they have begun to 
turn up a little more frequently of late. 
However, Purple Finches are coming in 
nicely now. They will be attracted to the 
smaller seeds in the various wild bird 
mixtures available. There are also a few 
birds that should have gone south, and for 
these birds, feeders are now most 
important, e.g. Red-winged Blackbird, 
Brown-headed Cowbird, Song Sparrow. 
Our regular winter residents are as quick 


as ever to take advantage of feeders - 
tliat Chickadees, Downy and 
Hairy Woodpeckers, Whitebreasted Nut- 
hatches, Tree Sparrows, Blue Jays and the 
ubiquitos House Sparrows and Starlings. If 
you can’t keep seeds going through: the 
storms, you can at least keep a good, big 
hunk of suet hanging out and this will be a 
life-saver to many a bird. But make a 
resolve for the next snowstorm to k 

your feeder clear of snow and full and, if 


‘this is not possible, get some food.out the 


first moment you can.

This is the time of year for filing an 
application for Guaranteed Income Supple- 
ment. Each year, this process has caused’a 
certain amount of confusion and so, in this 
column, hope to clarify matters for all 
concerned. 

Everyone in Canada who is sixty-five 
years of age or older can apply for a 
Federal Government pension, which is 
administered by the Department of Health 
and Welfare. Eligibility for Old Age 
Security is based solely on age and certain 
residency adjusted four times a year in line 
with the cost of living increase. If you think 
you are eligible for this Old Age Security 
Pension, and you have not yet received it, | 
would advise that you write for an 

plication to the address given below or

obtain one from your local Post Office. To 


ensure that this pension commences on 
time, make application at least six months 
prior to your sixty-fifth birthday. 

If you are in receipt of Old Age Security 
Pension, pension will be continued 
without further application on your part. 

However, there is another programme 
administered by the Government which is 
closely tied to the Old Age Security 
Pension. It is éntitled G.I.S. or Guaranteed 
Income Su ean Not everyone who 
receives ofc Age Security is entitled to 
G.1.S. The Supplement is baged on 
financiakneed.

If you saceived the O.A.S. pension last 
year and not the ve Spaeth but think you 
are eligible for 1977 because of a reduction 
in your 1976 income, you may obtain an 
application by writing to Toronto. 
is supplement is designed to help 
ple who haye little if any additional 
income. The Government reviews your 
sources of income for the year 1976 and on 
this. basis decides the amount of 
supplemental income you are entitled to for 
the coming year. G.1.S. payments begin at 
the start of the Government's fiscal year, 
that is, April 1977. 

It is therefore, very important for 
everyone who wants to receive G.I.S. in 
1977 to fill out the application form and 
return it to the Department no later than 
March 15, 1977. However, if the 
application is late, payments will be paid 
retroactive to April 1977. 


It is also very important to retain a 
record of the figures on the application for 
yourself, due to the fact that a certain 
percentage of G.I.5. ekg are 
checked against your 1976 Income Tax 
Return. The income figures on your GIS 
application must coincide with your Income 


as Metro Toronto and the City of Toronto 
operate non-profit or limited dividend 
housing bodies in order to become directly 
involved in housing development and 
management.

Supplement Program and the Private 
Assisted Rental Program, or the federal 
Assisted Rental Housing Program. 

If a council were to decide to develop 
assisted rental housing for families or 
senior citizens, either through the ministry 
or by itself, the municipality would 
indentify and purchase the site and rezone 
it if necessary. 

Municipalities will have the option of 
ea aS projects with their own staff or 
through consultants with ministry financial 
and developmental assistance; or they may 
request to have the ministry undertake 
development and construction on their 
behalf, once the land has been secured and 
properly zoned. ; 

Cost guidelines for land and construction 
based on Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation benchmarks will be estab- 


‘lished for each region or municipality. 


Similar benchmarks will be established for 
subsidies. 

All proposed assisted housing must meet 
these benchmarks if land acquisition and 
construction are to take place, said Rhodes. 

Municipalities electing to develop 
projects on their own would bear 10 per 
cent of the capital costs, as owners. If the 
ministry were to undertake development, 
the province would assume 10 per cent of 
the building costs. In either case, the 
federal government would lend 90 per cent 
of the capital costs. 


Operating subsidies will reflect the 


resent cost-sharing agreement, with the 
ederal government contributing 50 per 
cent, the province, 42’ per cent and the 
municipality 7'4 per cent. 

“Our new approach will give all 
municipalities a real say in assisted rental 


housing. For the: first time, they can, 


undertake the development of their, own

Ontario Energy Minister James 
Taylor announced on March 3 that he 
will meet with the Federal Minister of 
Energy, Mines and Resources, on 
March 11, -with respect to the 
proposals of Atomic. Energy of 
Canada Ltd. (AFCL) for Nuclear 
Waste Disposal, in the Madoc area. 

Mr. Taylor said ‘‘I am categorically 
opposed to the Madoc area being 
considered as a possible waste 
disposal site by Atomic Energy of 
Canada, and I shall make my strong 
objections known to the Federal 
Minister when I see him next week. 

In addition, it is my intention to ask 


“Mr. Gillespie to delineate the Federal 


Government’s policy with respect to 
the whole issue of nuclear fuel 
reprocessing and ultimate waste 
disposal”’.

lived in the house until 1937, when Mr. 


- Clute Foster, who ran for Member of 


Parliament purchased it and was the owner 
until 1944. 

Dr. F.J. Nickle; who at one time 
attended school in Madoc during the early 
1900’s, would walk by the home admiring it 
and wishing to own it. He purchased it in 
1944 and unfortunately passed away four 
months later. Then Mr. W.J. Symon 
pushers the home and in turn sold it to 

r. John Atkinson. It was then sold to Mr. 
Douglas Masters, then to Frank Melanson, 
who did extensive renovations, to Mr. 
Victor Gallo and then to the present owner, 
Mr. Sony Osborne. 

Somewhere in the southern part of the 
United States, you may find another house 
built exactly the same as this beautiful old 
stone structure.

What profits they do make on the sale of 
the Westclox detectors will be used to buy 
new equipment for the fire brigade. 

pecially needed at the present time is 
another breathing unit, which is worn by 
the firemen when they must enter a 
smoke-filled building. This apparatus costs 
in excess of $400, and the department 
already has two of them. However, smoke 
is becoming a greater problem as more and 
more fires involve toxic gases and 
heretofore not seen in fires. 

Blames synthetic insulation 

With the advent of new  syzithetic 
insulation and other modern building 
materials, firemen are facing gases so toxic 
that their survival time within burning 
buildings has been greatly diminished.

‘“‘New synthetic insulation will melt at 
180 degrees’’, says Tony Williamson, 
Deputy Chief of the Madoc Village Fire 
Department. This melting insulation will 
give off highly toxic gases which will kill 
people within thirty seconds. Thus it is 
very important that firemen be equipped 
with a proper breathing apparatus so they 
can enter burning buildings in their efforts 


to rescue trapped people and put on the 


fire. 

One such breathing apparatus which the 
Madoc firemen have come to trust is the 
Scott Air Pak, a device which permits 
firemen to remain safely in a smoke-filled 
structure for up to twenty minutes. 

It is also this highly toxic gas given off 
when insulation in modern buildings melts 
which adds weight to the need for early 
detection of fires through the fire detectors 
being sold by the fire department. 

Will install detectors 

The Madoc Fire Department will install 
the detectors free of charge in the homes of 
elderly or handicapped people. Others 
wishing to have them installed will be 
asked to pay the fireman $5 for his service. 
But as pointed out by the Deputy Chief, an 
able-bodied person should have no trouble 
installing the device, which is held in place 
by two screws included with the unit. 


Regardless of whether the department or —

‘Ministry of Natural Resources collecting eggs from a mature lake trout 


on Smoke Lake, Algonquin Park. 


Ministry of Natural Resources biologists 
are hoping to revitalize the lake trout 

pulation of Smoke Lake in Algonquin 
Park’ through a unique rehabilitation 
proie’ now under way. — 

If it works, the process may eventually 
become an integral part of Ontario’s fish 
culture program. 

Spawning lake trout are ‘netted and 


transferred to the Ministry’s Petawawa 


Hatchery. Approximately two years later 
they are returned to the same lake. 

In the past, survival of lake trout planted 
in Smoke Lake has been poor. However, 
Frank Hicks,- a biologist with the 
Algonquin Park Fisheries Assessment Unit 
believes. the idea for rehabilitation of 
natural populations by plantin with fish 
taken from the same lake, of the same 
genetic makeup, should increase survival. 

Smoke Lake was chosen because it is 
lake trout habitat along the Highway 60 
corridor. Its cold, clear waters are ideal for 
this species. Geen 

The lake trout population of Smoke Lake, 
like many in the Algonquin Region, has 
suffered from over-exploitation, and 
attempts to sustain it wit hatchery stock 
have not been successful. 

Natural Resources fisheries. scientists 
have been studying fish stocking programs 
and hatchery stock for some time. Their 
research has shown that stocking success 15 
dependent upon such factors as time of 
planting,, habitat, the fish. community 
present, and the size and numbers of fish 
at the*time of planting. 

Other less obvious factors that may 
decrease the potential for survival have 


only recently been discovered and are 
contained in the genetic makeup of the 
fish. 

Fish raised in a hatchery become 
adapted to a hatchery diet and an artificial 
environment which is physically less 
demanding in terms of stamina and stress. 
With less competition and fewer natural 
enemies in the hatchery, these fish tend to 
show less aggression and fear; marked 
handicaps when stocked in a real 
environment. 

Routine hatchery procedures, on the 
other hand, tend to select fish, inadvertent- 
ly or otherwise, with characteristics that 
favor survival in the hatchery but which 
may mitigate against good survival in the 
natural environment. 

As a result of this research, the 
Algonquin Park Fisheries Assessment Unit 
undertook the Smoke Lake study to field 
test their findings on a management scale. 
By taking the stock from Smoke Lake, it is 
hoped to eliminate some of these genetic 
variables and produce fish that maintain 
characteristics suitable to the Smoke Lake 
environment, thereby increasing its 
chances of survival. | . 

Trap nets and gill nets were used to 
catch parent fish in the spawning grounds 


as the Smoke Lake program began early . 


last October when the water temperature 
was dropping toward 10 degrees C. The 
fish were measured and weighed, and 
scale samples ‘ere taken for aging 
purposes. The sx of the fish and state of 
maturity were also taken into account. 
-By mid-October the water temperature 
had dropped another two degrees and 


activity on the spawning beds had 
increased remarkably. On the evening of 
October 19, a number of mature female 
lake trout were stripped of their eggs by 
Ministry staff and fertilized by male lake 
trout. The 60,000 eggs collected were 
cleaned, water hardened, and transported 
to the Petawawa hatchery. They will be 
hatched and raised there for the next two 
years. 

.Some of the hatched fish will be utilized 
in other lakes in the regular stockin 

rogram of the Ministry. However, 10, 
fy will be raised to two-year-olds, tagged 
and re‘eased into Smoke Lake and one

tonsils should 
be considered 


Pity the poor tonsil. Unwanted and 
unloved; thought of by many as something 
to be got rid of. Like warts. 

Actually though, your tonsils are like 
sentries guarding the entrance to the 
respiratory and digestive systems. These 
small lumps of tissue on either side of the 
back of the throat provide a first line of 
defence. 

They mobilize the body’s resources in 
the battle against infection -- particularly 
infection of the upper respiratory tract. 

This being the case, it’s not surprising 
that tonsils become inflamed when they're 


doing their job of counteracting infectious 


disease; that they look red, and what 
physicians call ‘‘angry.’”’ 

Why, then, remove these sentinels from 
their post? Why bother with tonsillectomy 
-- surgical cutting our of tonsils -- at all? 

The answer is that sometimes tonsils 
take on the entire fight themselves and 
become diseased. On other occasions they 
-- and for that matter the adenoids which 
are part of the same defence structure -- 
can contribute to the very infections 


they’re trying to contain. 


Third, in doing their guard duty, they 
might obstruct more that defend their 
territory. And they may have to be 
removed from the scene. 
 Thesé are the principal reasons for 
tonsillectomy. Tonsillitis, which is 
simply an. inflammation rather than a 
distinct Soviet Fa not in itself a reason to 
whip out the offending tissue. 

Tonsillectomy is a simple, quick and 
common -- some say far too common -- 
operation. Often it requires only a-One-day 
stay in the hospital, and sometimes without 
the need to be away from home over-night. 

If the tonsils do such an important 
on-site job of defence, you may Say, 
doesn't their removal leave the way clear 
for renewed and redoubled attack by 
infection? 

The answer is that if the tonsils were 
doing more harm than good you're better 
off without them.. But even in their 
absence, other tissues in the same locality 
close ranks and take over some of the 
tonsils’ stewardship. 

In other words, tonsils are useful but not 
indispensable. For this reason, removing 
them should be a carefully-weighted 
décision -- not an automatic process.

Feeling smug? Don’t. The 
fairy-tale country is Canada. 
Our governments do deal pri- 
marily with large, foreign- 
owned firms. And we are 


In the United States, it’s 
different. The U.S. Congress 
has passed. laws requiring 
that, wherever possible, small 
businesses should be involved 
in public purchases, whether 
aerospace projects or office 
supplies. On very large, ex- 
pensive projects, the main 
contractor is expected to 
sub-contract much of. the 
work to small firms. Last 
year, this policy resulted in 
one-third of the.federal gov- 
ernment’s total spending of 
$54 billion being directed to 
small business. 


What has the American 
public gained from this poli- 
cy? The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business re- 
ports that a study commis- 
sioned by the U.S. govern- 
ment found that actions to 
bring small business into the 
public sector contract pro- 
cess have reduced the cost 
of public purchases by 20 
per cent! 


Meanwhile, in Canada, 
there is no positive policy in- 
volving small business. Often, 
small firms are discouraged 
from public projects. And 
you can sum up Canada’s dis- 
appointing lack of progress 
in one easy fact: more than 
30 years after the U.S. Con- 
gress passed laws to assist

It. was in June of last year this column suggested gun 
control legislation in this country is inadequate. That column 
prompted a lot of gun-lovers to put down their guns and take 
up the pen. 

Another example of why stricter legislation is necessary 
was penned in the Toronto Globe and Mail a couple of weeks 
ago. 

With stunning disregard for publitsafety. a ‘recreational 
shooter’ shatters the brain of a three-year-old boy with a 
bullet from a .22-calibre rifle. The rifleman was target- 
shooting from a moving car near Renfrew when one of his 
bullets smashed through another car's window and killed 
young Mario Hamelin of Bryson, Que. 


It was an act of inconceivable irresponsibility. said the 


editorial. 


The judge in the case observed. that a human life could 
hardly have been more uselessly taken. Yet the charge of 
criminal negligence was reduced by the Crown to **danger- 


ous use of firearms.” Not only that. but the guilty man was 


allowed to serve his 90 days — only 90 days. would you be- 
lieve? — on weekends! & » 


Again. a few weeks ago. a similar incident occurred on 
Highway 12 near Orillia when a nine-yea r-old boy was shot in 
the head while riding in his father’s pickup truck. Fortu- 
nately, this boy will live. Another car was hit in the fender 
by a bullet at the same time angi in the same place. 


- | repeat what was said last June: This is a personal view- 
point. Many people and most farmers will argue against 
strict gun control laws. A gun. in my humble opinion, is de- 
signed as a weapon of destruction and there are too many 
people bent on destroying things in this world. Gun aficiona- 
dos will brand me as a peacnik who would rather run than 
fight. But I agree with any legislation which will make it 
more difficult to beg. borrow. buy or steal a gun. 

My abhorrence for guns colors my opinion. For more years 
than I care to remember I worked as a reporter on several 
newspapers across Ontario and as a newswriter on a couple

of radio stations. too. I have covered too many accidental 
deaths, too many murders to make me believe in anything 
less than very stringent gun control laws. 

And again. I repeat what I said almost a year ago: People 


- who want'to use guns illegally are going to get those guns 


no matter how difficult it is. But dozens of people are wound- 


cause of an accident with a gun. A twin brother in a family 
in my home town carries mental scars -for the rest of his 
life because he accidentally shot and killed his twin when 
they were children. 

I have seen brains and bone and blood spattered along a 
bedroom wall because of a carelessly handled gun which 
was owned, would you believe. by a person who had spent 
three months in a mental institution the year before for 
attempted suicide. 

These are not isolated incidents. Most people. I’m sure. 
can regale a listener with similar stories. 

Present legislation does not go far enough. To obtain a 
licence to buy a gun, the applicant should be made to take a 
competence test in addition to having that application sign- 
ed by two guarantors willing to certify they know of no rea- 
son why the applicant is unfit to possess a gun or ammuni- 
tion. 

The file of tragic evidence, as the Globe and Mail stated, 
that tough new gun control legislation is needed and should 
be strictly enforced. grows apace. Almost every day a new 
incident is reported, 

And now, Federal Justice Minister Ron Basford is saying 
it will take some time before the views of special interest 
groups can be reconciled in gun control legislation. This is 
just another way of saying that the professional lobbyists 
have delayed good legislation for an indefinite time. He even 
hinted that the expected legislation will not include manda- 
tory tests for those who want to own guns. 

How many more unnecessary deaths will it take to prove 
the point that gun control laws are necessary right now?

should have their eyes tested every three to 
five years by a doctor. Checking for 
glaucoma is a simple matter using a 
technique known as tonometry -- measur- 
ing the pressure in the eye. Anyone with 
re es who have had glaucoma should 
consider tonometry earlier, and perhaps 
more reducaty 

Sometimes the onset of glaucoma may 
be quite sudden and characterized by 
blurred vision and discomfort in the eye. In 
other cases, glaucoma is apparent only 
upon investigation. The symptoms, says 
Dr. Speakman, are usually loss of vision to 
the side, and a tendency on the part of the 


patient to bump into things. 


The acute of sudden-onset glaucoma 
may require surgery to create a new 
pathway for the eye fluid. In milder cases, 


eye drops may lower ocular pressure. A / 


steady pressure of liquid, Dr. Speakman 
explains, is what nl the eye in its 
proper shape -- in much the same way as 
air does for a car tire. 

So glaucoma is eminently treatable in 
whatever guise it shows up. The important 
thing is early dectection and treatment. 
And, of course, regular eye testing from 
middle age on to preserve the precious gift 
of sight.

New energy guidelines ordered 


The treatment of wastewater consumes a 
considerable amount of enérgy. To 
increase. the energy awareness of 
designers of such plants the Environmental 
Approvals Branch of the Ministry of the 
Environment is preparing guidelines 
aimed at the conservation of energy in the 
design and ‘operation of wastewater 
treatment facilities. ue 

“The guidelines will assist engineers 
and manufacturers involved in wastewater 
plant design to re-examine their design 
criteria and to add the efficient use of all 
forms of energy to the list of primary 
design objectives,’’ said \D.P. Ca lice, 
Director of Environement Ontario's Envir- 
onmental Approvals Branch. 

The new -guidelines, expected to be 
issued following review: with consulting 
engineers, involve all aspects of waste- 
water treatment - from the design of sewer 
systems, pumping stations and treatment 
plants to the processing of sludge and the 
ventilation, heating and Netting of the 
buildings housing machinery an offices. 

In the past, the quality of the effluent, 
the cost of construction, the ease of 
operation and flexibility for future 
expansion were some of the main 
considerations in wastewater system 
design. The addition of energy conserva- 
tion will add a new dimension to the 
engineering of such plants. As the cost of

energy increases, this added consideration 
will lead to signigicant savings in the 
future operation of new plants. Such 
savings will benefit the budget of the 
mune pend. pou the plant. 

In Ontario, wastewater treatment 
equipment is driven by. electricity. The 
rocessing of sludge and its transport to 
inal disposal use fuel oil and gasoline. The 
annual report on treatment plants operated 
by the Ministry shows that the share of the 
cost of energy on the overall costs of plant 
operation ranges from below 10 per cent to 
over 30 per cent. This wide range reflects 
very well the variety of conditions under 
which such plants operate in Ontario. It 
also indicates that savings are possible. 

Preliminary investigations done by the 
Design and Equipment Section of the 
Ministry have shown that lower energy 
consumption can often be achieved by 
simple means, such as careful selection of 


the size and depth of sewer systems in view | 


of reducing the number of pumping 
stations, better use,of more efficient 
equipment, improved hydrolic design 
through plants to minimize losses and 
utilization of more efficient sludge 
treatment and sludge disposal facilities. 

The application of the new guidelines to 
the design of extensions to existing plants 
may also help in the improvement of the 
overall energy efficiency of the total

Garbage Dump Stalls 


Nuclear Development 


BONN (Reuter) - Arow over what would 
be West Germany’s deadlilest garbage 
dump is holding back government plans 
for developing the nuclear energy 
industry. 

Government experts believe a central 
underground dump, costing as much as 10 
billion marks (more than $4 billion) will. 
have to be built in the next decade or two 
to handle the increasing waste from 
nuclear reactors. . 

Three sites in the relatively thinly 
populated state of Lower Saxony are 
under consideration. But in each of them 
local citizens’ groups have told the 
governmenf to take the subteranean store 
of radioactive materials elsewhere. 

The issue is a major factor in a growing 
controversy over the future role of nuclear. 
energy. The government has admitted 
that is has slowed its planned nuclear 
program, partly because of public 
protests. 

Nuclear power accounts for only one per 
cent of the country’s total energy needs. 
Following the 1973 oil  crisis,. the 
government announced plans to boost 
production by 1980 to 20,000 megawatts - or 
25 per cent of energy requirements. 

There are 13 reactors in West Germany, 
including the world’s biggest at Biblis on 
the Rhine. The now-jettisoned blueprint 
forecast that within the next decade 40 
reactors of at least the size of Biblis would 
be constructed. 

Anti-nuclear groups are campaigning 
against a dozen plants, either being built 
or in the advanced planning stage. Some 
recent protests have been violent. 

The protesters are asking why the 
authorities are going ahead with nuclear 
power stations when they do not know for 
certain where the radioactive waste will 
go. 
More than 300 waste materials, chemi- 
cal and radioactive, have to be dealt with. 
According to some estimates, the annual 
quantity of nuclear rubbish needing 
disposal will rise from the current 60,000 
cubic feet to around 777,000 cubic feet in 
1980. ’ 

The federal government's answer is the 
establishment of a central nuclear 
garbage bin buried deep under the earth 
where, it says, there would be no risk or 
contamination. 

At the moment, spent materials which 
can be reprocessed into fuel rods for 
further use in reactors are sent to Britain 
or France for treatment. But commercial 
contracts with these two countries expire 
in 1979. 

Waste which cannot be used again is 
stored in thousands of steel drums of 
solidified into ceramic pellets more than 
1,600 feet below ground in 130 salt caverns 
at Asse, close to the East German border. 

But these are not. big enough to 
accommodate the hefty planned increase 
in refuse which will accompany the 
stepping up of nuclear energy. 

Experts note that most big industrial 


states face the same problem but that 
research on more-sophisticated means of 


disposal is ‘still at an inconclusive state. 


P.E.P. Action Centre Commen s 
All three sites under cons ation in 


Lower Saxony are in salt caverns, like 
those at Asse. These offer the most stable 
and impervious geological formations, but 
opponents of the dump say earth temors in 
the vicinity, though unlikely, might 
produce a major disaster. 

Prime ‘Minister Ernst Albrecht of 
Lower Saxon 


has said the state 


government will not give the go-ahead 
until it is satisfied there is no risk from the 
dump to the population. See

been on the site of a planned reactor at 
Brokdort on the River Elbe in the northern 
state of Schleswig-Holstein.

Kinsmen is an all-Canadian organization 
which was founded by Harold Rogers, 
O.B.E., in Hamilton in 1920. 

Although originally set up to promote

On nuclear waste disposal 


Taylor sees 


need for more 
discussion 


Alan R. Capon, Editor-In-Chief of the 
Madoc Review and the Marmora Herald,. 
recently interviewed James Taylor, Ontario 
Minister of Energy. Here are the 
highlights of that interview. 


‘‘Because of the way A.E.C.L. announc- 
ed their proposals: for nuclear waste 
disposal in the Madoc area, without first 
informing the people of the area of the 
plans, the. site should not now be 
considered,’’ said Ontario Minister of 
Energy, James Taylor. . 

Mr. Taylor met with Allister Gillespie, 
Federal Minister of Energy on Friday to 


express his concerns over the proposals of 
A.E.C.L. 


“I felt a lack of basic understanding 
existed between the two elements of 
government, provincial and federal, with 
regards to the whole area of management 
of iradiated fuel; it is not waste in waste in 
a sense; because we have the technology to ~ 
re-process the so-called spent fuels.’ 


Mr. Taylor said the tederal government 
has the authority in the matter vested in 
the Atomic Control Energy Act, ‘But I felt 
we should reach an agreement on an 
approach to achieving a joint iradiated fuel 
management program between Ontario 
Hydro and A.E.C.L, and define Ontario’s 
and the federal government’s roles and 
responsibilities. ”’ 


He said there should be a consultative 
process between the ministries, not just 
technical co-operation between Ontario 
Hydro and the atomic energy agency. 

‘| thought the crown agency had acted 
precipitously in exploring potential sites 
without consultation with the province, and 
working out means of better co-opertion.”’ 

Mr. Taylor said that Mr. Gillespie had 
stated categorically that no drilling would 
take place in Madoc or elsewhere in

Native people 


The next time you serve turkey, goose 
or duck dress them up with something that 
offers a pleasant change to culinary tastes, 
a stuffing of wild rice. 

Some might unknowlingly pass it off 
as a common water weed but wild rice is 
quite different from the polished white 
rice found on most supermarket shelves. 
In grows,throughout the province but is 
most abundant in the northwest where it is 
harvested by local Indian bands. 

The province’s native people use a 
traditional method of harvesting the grain 
(manomin in ojibiway). In September, at 
the height of the growing season, two 
Indian harvesters paddle a canoe among 
the tall stalks; while one propels the craft, 
the other draws the stalks over the side 
with a’ stick and taps the ripe grains off 
into the bottom with another stick. 

Lower water levels this year brought 
Northwestern Ontario a bumper wild rice 
crop which should prove of economic 
benefit to the native people in the area. 

- Besides being a gourmet’s delight, 
wild rice is also an important wildlife food. 

‘It’s a salad-like side dish for muskrats and. 
moose, and red-winged blackbirds enjo 
the grain. Migrating ducks from the no 
feed on grain that has dropped on the lake 
bottom. 


RICE STUDY 


Two years ago the Ministry of Natural 
Resources conducted a wild rice study to 
determine where a crop could best be 
grown. As there might thousands of 
acres of potential wild rice waters, trial 
plantings were conducted on a number of 
promising lakes, many accessible only by 
air. An aerial seeder was designed and 
built to. fit through the drop-hatch of a 
Turbo-Beaver aircraft. 


Results were encouraging with ideal 
growing conditions determined as clear 
waters, 24 to 32 inches in depth, the 
absence of competing species of aquatic 
plants, a soft sand or gravel bottom, and 
an area of at least 150 acres meeting these 
requirements. 

Natural Resources Minister Leo 
Bernier is high in his praise of this 
gourment grain. He says that wild rice 


production is important in the northwest, 
but it is still not a stable industry. More 
studies will have to be conducted before 
production can be managed properly. 

“T still don’t believe that the full 
potential of wild rice in this province has 
been realized,’’ Mr. Bernier said.’*Ontario 
produces the largest crop I know of and 
full advantage should be taken of this 
delicious natural food.”’ 


RECIPES 


Here are two recipes for wild rice 
cooking: 
Follow the ‘‘quick-soak method’’ to 
prepare wild rice for cooking. 
Wash required amount of wild rice in 
cold water, stir rice into 3 times the 


amount’ of boiling water (1 cup rice. 


requires 3 cups water). Parboil for 5 
minutes only. Remove from heat. Let soak 
in the same water (covered) for 1 hour. 
Drain, wash. 

Cook rice in boiling salted water until 
tender - 30 minutes. Drain the rice if 
necessary and put it in a mixing bowl. This 
method is preferred to the more 
traditional overnight soaking. The “‘quick- 
soak’’ method permits you to soak the rice 
in the afternoon and serve it piping hot at 
dinner time.

%, cup chopped onion, ‘4 cup chopped 
ham, 1 tsp., salt, % tsp. sage, 1 tsp.

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The practice of SPRING AND FALL BURNING of 
road allowances, fence rows and marsh edge is 
detrimental to many forms of wildlife, including 
waterfowl. Early nesting ducks, such as Mallards 
and Pintails, utilize the dead vegetation from the 
previous year as cover in which to build their nests. 
Burning destroys this cover, decreasing the amount 
of nesting habitat available to them. The ducks are 
then forced to nest in less suitable areas resulting 
in an increased incidence of nest predation. In 
addition, many duck nests are destroyed if burning 
is carried out during the spring nesting period. 


. 
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Nothing but trouble was predicted for some farm market- 
ing boards in Ontario and in Canada at the 12th annual mar- 
keting seminar sponsored by the Rural Learning Association 
éarly in March. 

‘The words of warning came from one of Canada s most 
respected farm leaders., George McLaughlin. immediate 
past-chairman of the Ontario Milk Marketing Board. 

Mr. McLaughlin chaired that board — one of the most 
effective marketing boards in Canada — for 10 years. He 
knows what he is talking about. His-warning was timely. 
too. because consumer associations are beginning to look 
askance at built-in formulae forVarm products. 

Said George: “I’m amazed they re not in a lot more trou- 
ble than they ure.” referring to boards using a cost-of-pro- 
duction: formula to set prices.

Towels will remain soft and 
fluffy if properly laundered.

When she returns to work, the new mother is guaranteed 
the right to her former position or to a comparable 
position with no loss of seniority or benefits at the same salary. 

Naturally, pregnancy does not prevent an employee 
from being dismissed for valid reasons not connected 

“with pregnancy, but pregnancy alone cannot be the cause 
of dismissal where an employee is eligible for leave. 

An expectant mother is required to give two weeks 
notice in writing of the day she intends to leave. She is 
entitled to begin her leave any time within 11 weeks 
before the baby's birth but she must take at least six 
weeks of her leave afterwards. If the employer wishes the 
employee to begin her leave before she wants to do so, 
the employer must prove that she Is unable to perform 
her normal duties adequately. 


The employee is eligible for Unemployment Insurance

Canadian dairy farmers today are faced with a 
dilemma. ‘The lack of any reliable, long-term 
government dairy policy is our greatest handicap, 
as illustrated by dairy policy over the last four years, 

From 1973-75, farmers were encouraged to increase 
milk production. At that time, they were required to 
pay 35¢/cwt export levy to make Canadian surplus 
skim milk powder competetive on the world market. 

' During the 1975 dairy year, farmers were given to 
believe that their quotas for 1976 would be based on 
their 1975 production.’ By the summer of 1975, 
provincial marketing boards and _ the 
Commission became aware that production was 
over-shooting expectations. But no one accepted the 
responsibility to stop it. 

A 15% cut in ifcome! 

In april 1976, after dairy expansions were 
completed, farmers faced a 15% cutback in quote 
and a $1.35cwt export levy. They could either 
accept this or be severely penalized. 

Who ‘else would be asked to agree to a 15% 
decrease in salary, let alone be forced to 
accept it? There were demonstrations but results were 
not easily visible! Farmers had to renegotiate loans, 
cull cattle and feed less, to meet quota 
‘requirements. By late summer 1976, milk production 
in. some._provinces reached the desired lower 
levels. Meanwhile, milk processing plants, facing 
shortages, obtained milk by transporting surpluses 
created in neighbouring provinces. 

Additional quota 

Political pressures began to build and the CDC 
made changes in management. In October, limited 

amounts of quota were alloted for sale. Prior to the 


November 15 Quebec election, 4.2 million cwt of 
quota was added to the system. This meant that 
farmers who had disregarded the CDC demands in 
April were better off than those who had 
complied. Who will be willing to co-operate again? 
Why should they?

Before April 1977, a lot of problems must be 
solved. The increase in quote allocated will 
undoubtedly cause further surpluses of skim milk 
powder for which the $1.35/cwt is already 
insufficient to cover export costs. Agriculture Minister 
Whelan has romised a decrease in federal 
subsidy. Will the export levy be increased? Answer, 
uncertainty! Will milk quotas remain consistent? 
Answer, probably! This is the sort of leadership on 
which dairy farmers must map out their futures. 

Here are my suggestions. 

we Listen to farmers 


First, the federal government should listen to the 


Canadian Dairy Farmers who suggest loans for 
storing skim milk powder be forgiven. All Canadians 
should share in subsidizing shipments to under- 
developed nations where much of this milk powder 
could be destined. This should not be totally a 
farmers’ responsibility. Further, all milk producers 
should pay part of the cost of surplus powder and the 
$1.35 levy against industrial producers lowered. 
Develop more markets 

Second, milk processing plants should share the 
storage costs. This would encourage them to look for 
expanded markets for yogurts, cheeses and other 


specialty products. 


Last, some method should be found to facilitate 
the transfer of quota at an acceptable price, and 
quotas should not be added to the system without 
first having an available market for the milk. 

What now? 

Last year’s chain of events makes it imperative that 
a more stable approach to long range policy be 
implemented, hopefuly with © dairy farmers’ 
participation and support. :

Madoc girl to attend 
L.B. Pearson College 


Grade 12 student Jan Graham has been 
selected to be among the 100 new students 
attending the Lester B. Pearson College of 
the Pacific next fall. 

Jan, who is described by Centre 
Hastings Secondary School principal 
Robert Henderson as ‘‘one of the finest 
young people to pass through this school 
in its whole history,’’ was one of seven 
students from Ontario chosen to attend the 
college. 


Each year more. than 5,000 hopeful 
applicants from 45 countries around the 
world vie for the 100 total-expense 
scholarships awarded by the college, which 
is a two-year senior secondary school. 

The Lester B. Pearson College is located 
approximately 18 miles from Victoria, 
British Columbia. It is one of three United 
World Colleges, the others being the 
Atlantic College in Wales and the United 
World College of Southeast Asia in 
Singapore. : 

Lester B. Pearson College is a national 
memorial to the late Canadian Prime 
Minister and Nobel Peace Prize winner 
who became interested in the concept of 
the United World College following his 
retirement as Prime Minister of Canada in 
1968. From that time until his death in 
1972, Mr. Pearson worked hard to bring 
the College of the Pacific into being, and 
had this to say about the concept of the 
Pacific World College: ‘Students will be 
welcomed without regard to race, religion 
or politics and we intend to establish 
scholarships so that the students who 
attend the College will be from all levels of 
society and will be geniune representatives 
of their own peoples. This system...could 
become a revolutionary force in interna- 
tional education...”’ 

The international flavor of the College 
will be demonstrated in many ways for Jan; 
both in the classroom and in the on-campus 


residence. It is a policy of the college that .

each room in residence be occupied by one 
Canadiari student plus three from other 
countries. . 

Overall, the college accepts students on 
a prorata basis from 45 countries around 
the world. Of the 200 students currently 
enrolled at the college, 50 are Canadians, 
34 South Americans, 10 from Japan, 10 
from the United States and one or two each 
from more than 40 other countries. 

Although Jan’s scholastic record at 
C.H.S.S. was partly responsible for her 
being selected, her mother feels that her 
numerous activities within the community 
was probably the deciding factor in Jan.

Ellis may conduct survey 
regarding proposed site 


In conversation with reporters following 
the Atomic Energy of Canada Limited 
(AECL) meeting last Wednesday night in 
Madoc, Jack Ellis, conservative member of 
parliament for the federal riding of 
Hastings, stated that he would conduct a 
door to door survey of his constituency on 
the matter of the proposed nuclear waste 
site if AECL recommends that it be located 
in the Mt. Moriah area. 

Mr. Ellis said that the survey would, in 
his estimation, have to wait until the two 
levels of government - the federal and 
provincial ministers of energy- have had a 
chance to meet and discuss the location of 
the nuclear installation further. 

In answer to a question concerning the 
effect which the constituency boundary 


change, which will place Mt. Moriah 
outside Mr. Ellis’ riding in the next federal 
election, will have on his concern for the 
issue of the nuclear waste site, Mr. Ellis 
said: *‘The riding change will have little or 
no effect...my concern would be as great 
then.”’ 

He went on to say that he would have 
liked to have seen AECL go into the area 
and drill a test hole this summer. This, he, 
felt, would settle some of the uncertainty 
surrounding the question of whether the 
area is suited for the disposal site. As it 
pe Sak Mr, Allistair Gillespie, Minister 
of Energy, Mines and Resources in the 
federal government, has stated that there 
will not be any drilling this summer in the 
Mt. Moriah area.

Area residents just weren't buying the 
assurances offered during last Wednesday 
night’s meeting at Centre 
Secondary School that their safety would 
not be jeoprodized if a disposal site for 
radioactive waste is set up in the Mount 
Moriah area north of Madoc. 

‘They really haven't changed anybody’s 
mind,’’ said Hastings M.P. Jack Ellis, 
commenting on how well he felt the four 


hour meeting with / representatives of 


Atomic Energy of Canada Limited (AECL) 
had allayed the fears of the local residents. 
The meeting, which had been called by 
Mr. Ellis to give local people an 
opportunity to talk with AECL officials 
included many representations against the 
disposal of nuclear waste in the area. 


Marcel Lafleur of the Institute of Applied’ 


Metaphysics, Tweed, asked whether the 
gentlemen from AECL knew that “‘astron- 
omers predict the line-up of the planets’” in 
a few years which could cause serious 
magnetic shifts within the earth and 
possibly release nuclear waste stored 
underground. 

People carried placards advocating 
everything from banning the bomb to 
burying nuclear waste in Ottawa. 

And meanwhile, outside the meeting 


C.O.R.P (Citizens Opposing Radioactive 


‘ Pollution), sold T-shirts advocating the 
abolition of Canada’s nuclear energy 


program. N 
But what AECL had come to talk about 
was the need for Canada to establish an 
adequate storage facility to contain the 
spent fuel from nuclear generating stations 
such as the one at Pickering, Ontario. Such 
a facility would alsé include a reprocéSsing 
plant, so that plutonium contained in the 
spent fuel could be retrieved and reused in 
later generation nuclear power plants.

“Mount is just one of a number 


of sites we would like to look at during the . 


‘next couple of years.”’ 


The location of the combination storage 
site and reprocessing plant is critical, 
according to Stan Hatcher, Director of 
Applied Science at AECL’s Whiteshell 
Nuclear Research Establishment, who was 
one of the government's representatives at 
last Wednésday’s meeting. The storage 
site would have to be located in very stable 
rock formations, such as are found in the 
Canadian Shield, which ‘‘has lots of 
plutons. These are large masses of 
relatively uniform rock which have been 
there undisturbed for hundreds of millions 
of years. They have no useful minerals in 
them. We feel we would study these and 
develop methods of making a deep mine 
which could be used to demonstrate the 
safe storage of the reactor residues,’ he 
told the meeting. 

Mr. Hatcher went on to say that, once a 
site has been located, plans call for AECL 
to ‘‘build a demonstration recycle plant, 
which would take irradiated. fuel, extract 
the useful material, manufacture new fuel 
and solidify the leftover wastes. The new 
fuel would go back to the reactors. Such a 
demonstration plant or factory would 
provide jobs for about 500 people.” 

The waste solidification process would 
involve embedding the waste in glassy 
materials which would then be ‘‘sealed in 
steel containers, which in turn would be 
placed in holes drilled into the floor of 
rooms in the mine, deep down in the rock,” 
he said, ‘‘and eventually it would be 
backfilled and the waste permanently 
sealed into the rock.” 

In explaining why nuclear waste which 
could eventually be recycled must be 
stored, instead of being recycled imme-

diately, Mr. Hatcher said AECL had felt 
“st would take at least 20 years before we 
had all the technical, economic, safety and 
environmental information necessary to be 
able to recycle fuel on a large scale.”’ 


Should be started now 


‘*By the end of the century we shall need 
to be a position to make major decisions on 
how Canada is going to use its energy 
options in the next century’’. said Mr. 

atcher. He went on to explain that since 
nuclear power - with the required need for 
adequate waste disposal - is one of 
Canada’s options for the twenty-first 
century, ‘‘the program should be started 
now. If we obtain approval to go ahead with 
it, we feel it makes sense to put these 
demonstration activities at one site - the 
recycle factory, and the waste disposal 
mine. Other countries with nuclear 
programs are thinking along similar lines 
of fuel cycle centres. Ontario Hydro are 
doing preliminary planning for a central 
fuel storage facility and are interested in 
putting that also at a fuel cycle centre. We 
expect that, altogether, such a centre 
would provide permanent jobs for between 
800 and 900 people.”’ 


Two years from decision 


Following Mr. Hatcher’s address, Alex 
Mayman, Head of the Chemical Techno- 
logy Branch at AECL’s Whiteshell Nuclear 
Research Establishment in Manitoba, 
outlined the process being used to evaluate 
the various possible locations for the 
disposal site. _ 

uring his talk Mr. Mayman stated: 
‘‘Mount Moriah was never - let me repeat - 
never, never, never identified as a site for a 
nuclear centre of any kind.’’ He then 
described the steps which remain in 
assessing the possible site locations, and 
said that after all of the assessment work 
has been completed, they will “‘go to our 
Minister and make our recommendations. 
And at that time governments - not AECL, 
not EMR - will decide which site is to be 
developed. We would expect this decision 
rocess to involve discussions with the 
ocal population. And by our schedules the 
decision is still a couple of years down the 
line.”’ 


Public speaks out 


Following the talks given by the two men 
from AECL, the meeting chairman, Robert 
Henderson, opened the meeting to 
questions from the more than 800 people 

athered in the auditorium of Eontral 
astings Secondary School. 

One of those who came forward during 
the question period was Pat Lawson of Port 
Hope, Ontario. Commenting on the need to 
clean up radioactive waste buried by the 
government in Port Hope, she ‘said that 
“on the basis of their track record, I would 
not recommend the Atomic Energy Control 
Board as a vehicle to ensure their (the 
people of Madoc) safety and that of their 
environment in the future.”’ 


Elmer Buchannan, a local New Democra- 
tic representative, wanted to know whether 
Mr. Ellis, in view of the numerous 
protestations made by local people at the 
meeting against the possible site, would 
‘‘now oppose this site.’’ Mr. Ellis replied 
that ‘‘when the question is posed, if the 
people are opposed, | will personally see to 
it that it (the location of the site at Mt. 
Moriah) is stopped.’’ 


In speaking of the political decision 
which must be made in choosing a site for 
the waste disposal facility, Mr. Ellis went 
on to say that he had had only about twelve 
letters to date regarding the matter, with 
about eight against and four in favor of the

Others in the audience who spoke out at 
the meeting included Monty Dennis, a 
resident of Queensboro and member of 
C.O.R.P. Mr. Dennis asked: ‘‘When is 
there going to be a proper forum set 
up:..so the public can decide’’ whether or 
not they want the nuclear waste site 
located at Mount Moriah? 

Gordon Edwards, chairman for the 
Canadian Coalition for Nuclear Responsi- 
bility, asked how it was that members of 
‘the Canadian nuclear and _ scientific 
society never say anything adverse to the 
nuclear program.’’ Also he wanted to know 
what plans were being formulated in case 
there was an accident, and how AECL 
could morally rationalize the legacy of 
250,000 years of lethal waste which it was 
about to leave for future generations to 
worry about. 


Mr. Hatcher replied that ‘‘we’re quite 
prepared to discuss this, however it is quite 
beyond the scope of a meeting like this.”’ 

Dave Hobson, the liberal candidate for 
Hastings-Peterborough, wanted to know 
‘why this community must be burdened by 
this waste?’’ To this Mr. Hatcher replied 
that no decision has yet been made 
regarding where the site is to be located. 

' Another question posed by Mr. Hobson 
had to do with the reasoning by AECL in 
creating waste which will be lethal for 
250,000 years, all for the sake of obtaining - 


* electricity from nuclear power generators 


for the next 75 years. 

‘Seventy-five years is not bad going”’ in 
the énergy field, replied Mr. Hatcher who 
pointed out that the additional burden of 
safeguarding the environment from the 
potentially dangerous waste would cause 
an increase of less than two per cent ot the 
electricity bills of consumers. 


Further dialogue possible 


The representatives from AECL expres- 
sed their availability to communicate with 
the people of the area on an on-going basis 
regarding the work they plan to do in 
finding a suitable site for a waste disposal 
facility. [

OTTAWA Near-drought conditions 
throughout the Canadian prairies since last 
summer are placing this year’s crop 
potential under a definite handicap. 

Stuart Edey, an agrometeorologist at 
Agriculture Canada’s Chemistry and 
Biology Research Institute here, says the 
weather for the next couple of months will 
be critical to the 1977 crop. 

‘‘In essence, soils suffered from low 
rainfall last summer and fall. Now, the 
moisture reserves aren't being replenished 
by snow,’’ Mr. Edey says. 

‘‘Erom what we see, the outlook for 
prairie crops is not good. The difference 
will be made if we get lots of snow between 
now and the end of the winter.”’ 

Most oy tes Canada research 
stations in the Prairie Provinces report only 
half their normal snowfall. 

Mr. Edey says the problems started 
early last summer when a drought began in 
southern Manitoba. It later spread west 
and north in Saskatchewan and southern 
Alberta. Lack of rain during August and 
September did create near-perfect harvest- 
ing conditions, but continued to dry soils. 

“These good ‘harvesting conditions, 
coupled with .an excellent pre-season 
moisture reserve in the soil and timely 
rains during the growing season, caused 
last year’s bumper crops,’’ the agromet- 
eorologist says. 

Well below-normal rainfall last fall did

Rockhounds can take their finds for identification

_ Where there’s rockhounding, there's 
hope. Many amateur collectors who believe 
_ this, take advantage of Ontario’s mineral 
identification service through the Minist 
of Natural Resources Mineral Researc 
Branch. . o 
Technicians are more than willing to find 
out the name of that odd-looking pebble on 
the beach or what mineral causes the 
bright stone found mixed with gravel along 
_ the road. Samples from anywhere in the 
- world can be identified, but the Mineral 
Research Branch is essentially set up for 
Ontario residents. 
Although the Mineral Research Branch 
can’t provide free assays and analyses, 
Branch members will look at your offering 
under a microscope, perform a few simple 
tests, and write an identification and 
description report along with recommenda- 
vias as to what further work should be 
e. 


It is sometimes necessary to conduct 
more tests on a rock sample, and this may 


uire aration of thin sections of rock - 


which can then be easily identified under a 
microscope. 
This service is meant to aid weekend 
rospectors or full-time pros 
identification of samples. Knowledge of 
what minerals a sample contains is 
essential if a prospector or rockhound is to 


rs in the” 


know if a claim should be staked. 
In the early days, a serious prospector 
couldn’t stake a claim unless minerals were 
roved to exist where it was said they did. 
e prospector had to dig a trench or 
sweep moss off the rock to expose valuable 


‘minerals, such as those containing copper 


or silver. Then a claim could be staked on 
the property. But first, prospectors had to 
be fairly ‘‘sure of their ground’. 


However, things aren’t as rigid today. 
Now.a person doesn’t need to prove there 
is something of value on the land he is 
anxious to stake. He may only suspect 
something is there, a conjecture that 
resulted in some common moose pasture 
being staked in the past. But this is a 
chance worth taking. 

To stake the claim is relatively simple. 
But to stake it correctly is another matter. 
To acquire lands legally it is necessary to 
obtain a miner's licence or prospector’s 
licence, which can be purchased at an 
mining recorder's office in the proyince. It 
costs $5.00, runs from April 1 to March 31, 
and is available to those 18 years of age 
and over. : 

Once you get your miner’s licence, the 
next step is to obtain a claim map for the 
area you're interested in. A claim map 
shows whether or not the land is open or 
closed to staking. When it is determined 


that mineral rights are available, land may 
be staked. 

. Now that you’ve staked a claim there is a 
period of 30 days to allow you to record 
your claim. This regulation was set up in 
the early days of mining so prospectors 
would have a month to get out of the bush 
to submit their claims and have them 
recorded. 

This 30-day period isn’t as necessary 
today when prospectors use air transporta- 
tion. It was essential in the 1930s when one 
might have to travel for two weeks to get . 
out of the bush and then take a train for 
several more days to reach a mining 
recorder. 


What are mineral rights? Generally 
speaking, the solid bedrock is considered 
to be the mineral rights - mineral in rock is 
reasonably useful. If the bedrock outcrops 
at or near the surface, prospecting and 
sampling is not usually a problem. But in 
contempialog. any serious sampling, 
trenching, or further development of the 
property, provision for use of surface rights 
must be made. This is normally no problem 
on Crown land. .The difficulty in 
determining surface rights occurs when the 
bedrock crops out at the surface, as it does 
in the Miskoka-Parry Sound District. 

Any prospector, even though he holds a 
miner’s licence, does not have permission 


to harm or deface surface property. If you 
are going on a farm, or, for instance, where 
the surface rights are owned by the farmer 
but not the mineral rights, it is quite legal 
for you to stake those mineral rights. But if 
you tramp through his corn field, leave 
a open to allow his cattle to roam, 

eface trees and things of that nature, you ° 
can be prosecuted. 

The Ministry of Natural Resources 
doesn’t expect you to be up all these 
details on your own. Its logical Branch 
has instituted courses for prospectors since 
1894, when the first one was held in 
Marmora, Ontario, in March of that year. . 
They are free-of-charge and last six days a 
week, three hours a night, for a total of 18 
hours.

‘These aren t the farm corporations but farm families — 
4 man. wife and a couple of kids.’ he said. The money is 
needed for land. fertilizers. fuel. tractors and all kinds of 
other equipment which a technically-oriented farm needs 
these.days:~ 

Not every farmer needs such huge sums to keep going but 
many.do. What must be galling to those who need to finance 
such amounts is that rarely can a farmer get a reasonable 
return on his labor and investment. A 10 per cent return. 
which is what most investors strive to get these days. would 
give him a net profit of $50.000 a year before taxes. © 

But few farmers can boast of a profit that high even if 
they do not recognize a figure for family labor and for man- 
agement ay 

A few vears ago when the Ontario Federation of Agricul- 
ture presented a brief to the Ontario Cabinet. figures were 
quoted which proved that the average construction worker 
in Ontario in 1972 — five years ago — earned approximately 
$20.000. figures quoted from Statistics Canada. Yet those 
same laborers had no lfirge investment. certainly nowhere 
in the neighborhood of $500.000. In addition, the laborer who 
earned $10,000 five years ago is probably making more today 
and he doesn’t have a family working for him for next to

dilemma. suggested that most farmers would be better off 
to sell out and invest their $500.000 in Canada Savings Bonds 
where they could expect at least seven or eight per cent 
return.

Unfortunately, not enough young farmers 
are getting into business these days. The last figures I have 
on file maintain that the average age of the Canadian farm- 
er is 52. What's going to-thappen when all the old fellows bow 
out or die on the tractor if some incentives are net available 
to young men? 

It is happening right now. Between 1961 and 1966. one On- 
tario farmer went out of business every 3.8 hours. The rate 


~ accelerated between 1966 and 1971 to one farmer every 2.8 


hours. This trend has declined in the last five years. Im 
told. but is still too high. 

I listened to one of the most articulate young farmers in 
Ontario in early March at the annual marketing seminar 
sponsored by the Rural Learning Association, Douglas Hol- 
liday, a chicken producer from St. Marys. told seminar dele- 
gates that he was worried because quotas imposed by mar- 
keting boards make entry into many sectors of agriculture 
almost impossible. 

“You can t produce eggs. broilers. turkeys; milk or tobacco 
in Ontario if you don't have a quota.

Increases in Old Age Security pension 
and Guaranteed Income Supplement 
payments represent the fourteenth quar- 
terly escalation based on the cost of living; 
as provided for in the Old Age Security 
Act. 


The new monthly total at the single rate 
for persons receiving both the basic Old 
Age Security pension and maximum 
Guaranteed Income Supplement will be 
$244.08. 

For a married couple, both pensioners, 
the combination of the basic pension and 
maximum supplement will provide a 
payment of $465.62 for the couple monthly. 

The basic Old Age Security pension will 
rise in April to $143.46 from the. present 
$141.34. | 

The Quaranteed Income Supplement is

The maximum Guaranteed Income 
Supplement for a single person, or a 
married person whose spouse is not a 
pensioner and is not receiving a Spouse’s 
Allowance, will go up in April to $100.62 
from its current $99.13.

Of the remaining 215 cases, 112 are open 
during or pending repair, under a strict 
monitoring program established by an 
engineer. Monitored arenas must close if 
snow or wind loads threaten. a collapse. 
Another 113 are closed while the owners 
decide whether to close permanently, 
2 ar or demolish and replace. To date, 
17 new arenas have been certified for 
construction and many more are planned. 

Throughout the winter, Ministry inspec- 
tors will Spotcheck arenas which have to be 
closed or which are open under monitoring. 

The cost of assuring safe arenas has 
been eased by grants from the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation to cover up to 75 

r cent of the funding. Grants of up to 

75,000 or one-quarter of the cost, are 
available to municipalities under The 
Community Recreation Centres Act. Funds 
to cover another 50 per cent are available 
under the Wintario program. Thus, the 
community only has to raise one-quarter of 
the cost - in either cash or services. 

To date, the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation has committed about $18 
million to about 150 projects.

Board of Education hears report 


‘There are approximately five times as 
many men as women in positions of 
additional. responsibility for an overall 
employee population that contains almost 

ual numbers of men and women.” 

"The above statement, taken from the 
Interim Report on the Status of Women 
Committee of the Hastings County Board 
of Education, gives the results of a survey 
conducted among some 1582 academic and 
non-academic employees of the Hastings 
County Board of Education. 

The Interim Committee, which was 
chaired by Mrs. Anne Everard, spent 
January and February of this year 
completing the work undertaken by the 
Status of Women Task Force during 1976. 
‘Their report was tabled at the Board of 
Education meeting in Belleville on Mon., 
March 28. 

A questionnaire, which was field tested 
in one of the County schools in order to, in 
the words of the Interim Report, ‘‘remove 
any possible errors and ambiguities in 
phrasing,’’ ,was submitted for voluntary 
reply in October of last year to the 1600 
employees of the Board of Education. The 
replies were coded on computer input 
cards and processed by machine. 


of the study outlined 

‘The changing > of women in modern 
society has ramifications for all of us who 
are involved in education,’’ says the report 
of the Interim Committee on the Status of 
Women. ‘‘Teachers, teacher Federations, 
- students, trustees, Ministry officials have, 
individually and_ collectively, expressed 
concern: about the status of women in 
education. It is as a result of this concern 
that a Task Force on the Status of Women 
was set up last year in Hastings County.”’ 

The report goes on {to Say that the 
Committee ‘shared the philosophy of the 
Status of Women -Committee for the 
Rorough of North York that ‘the emphasis 
for the future must be on the development 
of full, human porential. Gender need not 
determine the ability, personsiity oF 
interests. Both women and men are 
a of logical reasoning and mechani- 
cal aptitude, of sensitivity, feelings and 
gentleness.” 


Academic and non-academic staff results 
vary 

The report of the Interim Committee, 
which was composed of four men and three 
womien, then goes on to give an analysis of 
the response received from the 59 per cent 


of the women and 41 per cent of the men 
employees of the Board of Education who 
returned the questionnaires. 

For four of the 12 questions asked, the 
response was: 

o the question; ‘‘Have you ever been 
encouraged to apply for promotion to a 
position of greater res nsibility?’’ those 
responding replied as follows: amon the 
academic employees, 69 per. cent of the 
males and 33 per cent of the females said 
yes, while among the non-academic 
employees 65 per cent of the males and 61 
per cent of the females said yes. 

To the question: ‘‘Have you have been 
discouraged from applying for promotion 
to a position of greater responsibility’’ 
the response was: among the academic 
staff, 12 per cent of the males and 6 per 
cent of the females said yes, while among 
the non-academic staff 21 per cent of the 
males and 3 per cent of the females said 
yes. 

To the question: *‘Have you ever directly 
applied for any promotions?’’ the response 
was: among the academic staff 48 per cent 
of the males and 12 per cent of the females 
said yes, while among the men 
non-acadeinic staff 68 per cent of the males 
and 40 per cent of the females said yes. 

To the question: ‘‘Are you likely to apply 
for promotion for a position of greater 
responsibility at some future date?’’ the 
response was: among the academic staff 47 
per cent of the males and 22 per cent of the 

emales. said yes, while among the 
non-academic staff 65 per cent of the males 
and 45 per cent of the females said yes. 


In analyzing the/ results of the 
questionnaire, the authors of the Interim 
Report stated that ‘‘the conclusions one 
would tend to draw from the questionnaire 
would probably be something approaching 
these: first, more males than females apply 
for promotions and receive more encour- 
agement and slightly more discouragement 
to do so; secondly, more males than 
females are planning to anoly for 
oromotion at some future date. However, 
these conciusions may not necessarily be 
correct.”” 


inequity may not suggest unfairness 

The report concludes that ‘inequity of 
numbers does not. by itself suggest 
unfairness on the part of the Board in its 
promotion gantry There may be a great 
number of other reasons which might 
explain this imbalance equally as well. Our 


Committee took as its responsibility in the 
area of promotion the determination of any 
sources of bias based on sex. In other 
words, we were looking to see whether, 
men and women in our system had the 
same opportunities for promotion. After 
all, the distribution of promotions...reflects 
past attitudes and practices. Our concern 
was with the present situation.”’ 

In their examination of the positions of 
additional responsibility within the Hast- 
ings County Board of Education, the 
Interim Committee found that of the 309 
positions thus designated 50 were held by 
women. 


The breakdown of the positions 
designated as carrying additional responsi- 
bility is as follows: Senior Administration, 
male 6, female 0; Secondary Administra- 
tion (principals, vice-principals, depart- 
ment heads, etc.), male 139, female 16; 
Elementary Administration (principals, 
vice-principals), male 65, female 9; 
Trainable Mentally Retarded Administra- 
tion (principals, vice-principals), male a5 
female 1; Support (coordinators, psycholo- 
gists, etc.), male 16, female 12. Business 
Adrfinistration (plant, purchasing, clerical 
finance, etc.), male 30, female 15. 


Past hiring practices tobe analyzed 

One of the tasks set for the immediate 
future of the Committee on the Status of 
Women in the Hastings County Board of 
Education is to examine promotion 
statistics over the past several years So as 
to give a_ better interpretation of the 
inequity in the male to female ratio among 
the top jobs within the Board. 

It is expected that the statistics on past 
promotion practices will be included in the 
Committee's final report.

One point that was not mentioned at the 
local meeting of Mar. 16 with the public 
discussion on radioactive nuclear waste 
sites was UFO’s. _ 

According to an article in the Toronto 
Star of Fri., Feb. 4, page .D17, a local 
resident wrote to her member of 
parliament, Mr. Jack Ellis M.P. on the 
subject of her personal observation of a 


‘UFO in the riding of Hastings and she 


concluded it must have something to do 
‘with a government plot”’ to dump nuclear 
wastes in that county. 

The nuclear re establishment was 
well represented by a scientific group from 
the Whiteshell nuclear facility in Mani- 


toba, led by the expertise of Dr. Stan . 


Hatcher. In his opening statement Dr. 
Hatcher claimed to have no knowledge of 
any deaths attributable to nuclear radiation 
with reference to generation capability---he 
was soon corrected on that point. 

UFO’s were reported and investigated 
by Federal agencies on two occasions when 
hovering or landed craft were observed 
close to Falcon Lake in the Whiteshell area.’ 
Both incidents took place in 1967. 

During the ensuring years similar 
reports have originated from the Chalk 
River nuclear site, Point Douglas Generat- 
ing Station (observed and reported in the 
station log), Pickering nuclear site 
(observed by two Hydro employees and 
written up in the Hydro publication 
Hydroscope) and a number of reports from 
the Port Hope area. 


Perhaps Eric von Daniken’s ‘‘Gods From - 


Outer Space’’ are trying to give us a 
message.

Mr. Editor: 


I would like to present this letter to 
inform the people of Madoc regarding 
halfway house§ and problems 0 such 
institutions that you would encounter in 
the area. 
OPERATORS 

Operators of said houses are usually 
social workers. Types who are sympathet- 
ic to inmates. They are given a term of 
reference and empowered to enforce 
certain controls over them. 

Although the controls. exist on the 
operators term of- reference; they. are 
seldom employed, due to the sympathetic 
nature of the operator and his fear of being 
labelled a failure in the rehabilitation 
process. Quite frequently the operator will . 
withhold information from the parent 
institution or parole authority in an 
apparent attempt to give the impression of 
a smooth operation. This job depends on a 
smooth or relatively trouble free opera- 
tion. 

It has been my experience that most 
social’ workers are easily ¢onned by 
inmates and underdog types: As a result 
they become ineffective in controlling the 


movement of inmates through the 
community. 


There are usually two predominant 
reasons for social workers being conned: 
1. They are bleeding hearts who can see 
only good in everybody. 
2. They do not want to lose their job by 
frequently becoming involved in hassles 
with the inmates, thereby making it 
appear they are deficient in their 
methods. 
THE INMATES / 
Newspapers, editorials and commen- 
tary have made it abundantly clear that 
the present rehabilitation process is a 
failure. 
Rescidivism among all custody institu- 
tions is at an all time high. Halfway houses 
are extensions of the institutions and must 
be included in the failure of the systems. 
Halfway Houses in the Kingston area 
have been a major eontribution to the 
rising crime rate and there is no valid 
reason to believe it would be otherwise in 
any other community. In fact, the impact 
of criminal offences in a small community 
where it was previously not known could 
be most detrimental to the town people 
and inmates alike. It could create a great 
deal of animosity between the two factions 
there by causing more problems in 
addition to a rising crime rate. I would not 
recommend such an institution in the 
Madoc area.

Around the middle of the nineteenth 
century the area now known as Cooper, 
Ontario was called the Allen Settlement.

the Presbyterian Field was closed, the two 
congregations decided to close the 
Methodist Church and use St. Columbia, 
as it had better accommodation for Sunday 
School.

Cooper United Church came into being. 

In 1943 the Eldorado Charge was closed 
and Cooper Church was put in Queensboro 
Charge. 

A new electric heating system was 
installed in 1964, replacing the wood stoves 
which had been used since the beginning. 

The 100th Anniversary Services were 
held on July 30, 1966 with Rev. V. Plager, a 
former minister, the guest speaker. About 
300 residents and guest enjoyed a buffet 
supper the evening) before. This was 
reminiscent of the fine dinners and suppers 
served on the First of July for many years 
on the church grounds. 

Cooper United Church was closed in 
1968 bringing an end to over one hundred 
years of community worship and fellow- 
ship.

Marmora and Lake Townships. People 60 
years old and over will be eligible to live in 
the building, and those 58 and 59 years of 
age can file applications in order to qualify 
when they turn 60. 

Applicants will be made available from 
the municipalities concerned about three 
months after construction begins. 

Tenants will be selected on the basis of a 
point system. That will include considera- 
tion of income, age, per cent of income 
currently spent on housing, physical health 
and length of residency in the municipality. 

The Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC), which is a federal 


body, has given a loan of $534,587 to the- 


Ontario Housing Corporation to assist in 
the construction costs, Rental subsidies for 
the project will be shared 50 per cent by 
CMHC, 42 and a half per cent by the 
province, and seven and a half per cent by 
the municipalities. 

Subsidized housing ensures that tenants 
do not spend more for accommodation than 
they can afford. Rents for the apartments 
should average about $56 per’month. Each 
tenant will pay 25 per cent of his or her 
gross monthly income. 

It has not yet been decided how the three 
municipalities - Marmora Village, Deloro 
Village and Marmora and Lake Townships 


- will subdivide the seven and one half per 
cent of the operating deficit they are 
required to pay jointly.

After hanging your buckets 
on the spiles, save yourself 
more. trouble by _ placing 
covers on-to keep out debris 
and rainwater. 

Where feasible, set up a 
fireplace in your backyard 
and use a large flat pan or 
kettle for boiling the sap.. It 
you have access to an old 
wood stove, so much the 
better. For — suburbanites., 
boiling may be — trickier. 
Cheek into municipal regula- 
tions regarding outdoor fires 
betore starting. 


Boiling sap indoors on the 
stove ts possible, but not rec- 
ommended unless the stove 
has an overhead fan, Remem- 
ber, for every gallon of syrup 
produced, 30 to 40 gallons of 
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water must -be boiled away. 

This amount of boiling could 

turn your home into a sub- 
“tropical greenhouse. 

When the buckets are halt 
full, strain the sap through a 
cheesecloth, start the fire and 
begin boiling. Don't fill the 
pan or kettle too full, or it will 
boil over 

As the water boils off, Keep 
adding new sap to produce 
enough syrup to make. the 
effort Wo..hwhile. It takes 
seven to 10 gallons of sap to 
make a quart of syrup, 


Gather the sap each day 


that it runs and boil it within 
a few hours, if possible. Do 
not leave an accumulation of 
sap in the buckets during 
warm weather because it will 
sour. 
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Boil the sap until it thick- 
ens. Measure density with a 
syrup hydrometer or candy 
thermometer which will 
indicate thickness by temper- 
ature alone. 

lo determine the correct 
temperature for — finished 
syrup place the candy ther 
mometer in boiling water and 
note the redding. Add 7°F. to 
this reading to determine the 
temperature for — finished 
syrup. Syrup at This tempera- 
ture will contain between 65 
and 66.5 percent sugar. 

After boiling, straim the 


syrup through a felt strainer if 


you haye one and pour into 
canning jars or bottles. Cap 
the containers, leaving as 
little air space as possible. 


If you have no felt strainer,

needed are a few household 
utensils and some maple 
trees. You can then tap and 
produce enough maple syrup 
Jor several weekends of pan- 
cake breaktasts. 

“Its time to tap when days 
are warm and sunny, when 
temperatures hit about ~ 
Celsius after a night of below 
freezing tempergtures. This ts 
when sap. flows best.” Mr. 
Coons said. 

And here’s a step-by-step 


‘puide for the novice syrup 


patherer. 

Select trees to tap that are 
more than 10 inches in diam- 
eter at breast height. Sugar 
maple and black maple grow- 
ing in the open with large 
crowns or tops are the bést 
sap producers. 

Tap-holes can be drilled 
with a brace and bit. or an 
electric hand drill with an ex- 
tension cord using a? loineh 
fast cutting wood bit. Drill 
the holes approximately three 
inches deep, slanting slightly 
downward to the outside. 
Drill on any convenient side 
ob the tree at) a workable 
heivht. Usually it takes three 
taps to yield a gallon of maple 
syrup.

The Ultrasonic Cleaner: There are 
many types of these small machines on 
the market that will clean any piece of 
jewellery that can be dunked in liquid in a 
matter of minutes. They consist of a metal 
cup which you fill with water and 
detergent. When the machine is turned on, 
a high frequency creates the cleaning 
action. Be sure to read the instructions 
carefully. ee

time, familiarize yourself with the

Don’t wear your diamond engagement 
ring when you’re doing rough work. Even 
though a diamond is durable, it can be 
chipped by a hard blow. And, don’t. let 
your diamond come in contact with a 
chlorine bleach when you're doing 
household chores. It can pit and discolour 
the mounting. 

Last, but not least, see your jeweller 
at least once a year and have him check 
your ring for loose prongs and wear of 
mountings. More often than not, he’ll also 
give your ring a professional ‘clean-up’. 

Enjoy your diamond. Wear it with joy. 
But don’t forget, handle it with care.

The survey 
requires quite a lot of personal data and 
some of the questions are quite sensitive. 

From time to time this sort of thing is 
carried on in a municipality often without a 
sensible program of advertising to inform 
the public what it is all about. Our advice is 
first decide if you want to partake and do 
this only after you are sure of the bonafides 
of the company. If you object to a particular 
question don’t answer it. If you feel it 
should be phrased differently say so. 
Remember, you don’t have to provide any 
information unless you wish to do so. If you 
have any doubts and wish to complain ask 
the person conducting the survey to 
provide name and proof of identity and the 
address ot the company conducting the 
survey.

A compulsory waybill system takes 
effect April 1, 1977, under a new regulation 
to the Environmental Protection. Act 
(Ontario Regulation 926-76). 

‘*This new control system will serve two 
purposes for the Ministry,’’ Mr. Kerr said. 
“*It will provide a clear and constant check 
on all hazardous liquid wastes produced to 
ensure they get proper disposal and it 
gives us an accurate picture of the flow of 
these chemicals so we can determine their 


apossile reclamation value and encourage 
h 


eir reuse. Recycling industrial wastes 
into new products is a better solution than 
disposal and is one of my Ministry's 
objectives.”’ 

Under the new regulation, the producers 
of waste must specify the nature and 
quantity of these products on special forms 
and file these with the Ministry. 

The operators of disposal sites will also 


. provide information on the types and 


quantities of waste received from haulers, 
to provide a cross-check on delivery. This 
procedure replaces a voluntary waybill 
system which was instituted in January 


1976. 


“With . the co-8peration of < certain 
industries, the voluntary waybill system 


’ was highly effective and has reduced the 


incidence of clandestine disposal,’’ said 
Mr. Kerr. ‘‘We are now taking a further 
step in tightening our liquid industrial 
waste controls by making this system 
mandatory for all waste generators, 
haulers and operators. of disposal sites.’’ 

Liquid industrial waste includes sludges 
and slurries resulting from tank clean-outs, 
waste treatment operations or process 
operations that can be pumped or handled 
by vacuum equipment. The new regulation 


does not apply to wastes that are recycled, © 


reused, or not directly disposed. 

Transfers of Liquid Industrial Waste 
Forms are available to the waste haulers 
through Environment Untario’s regional 
and district offices.
